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GOOD RACING AT HARLEM. 

Despite a continuous downpour of rain and a 
certainty that the track at Harlem would be a 
sea of mud a crowd of about 7,000 was out to see 
the horses flounder through the slush. 

A handicap at three-quarters and two races 
at two miles were the racing features. 

Both the long races furnished close contests, 
the closing one being won by George Lee in the 
very last stride by a narrow margin. Lee was 
the betting choice and Master Yitatoe rode him 
like a veteran. The boy placed his horse well 
and saved him cleverly during the early stages 
of the journey and made his run just at the 
right time. Teutons, who was always near the 
front, seemed to have the race won in the 
stretch but he and his jockey, Flick, both went 
to pieces when the pinch came and the best 
they could do was to get the place. 

Banquo II. won the first two-mile event, but 
Pete Clay who rode him gave the public a 
shock they will long remember. Banquo had 
the race won after going the first mile and one- 
half and rounding into the stretch the last time 
around he was almost a sixteenth of a mile in 
front of his field. Master Clay looked around 
and when he saw he was so far in front thought 
he would have some fun with the other boys. 
He did, but it almost cost him the race. He 
eased Banquo II. up and then went to t-leep. 
The consequence was that Monoogab, whom 
Knight had ridden cunningly, came with a 
sharp rush at the end and almost stole the race. 

The handicap was a soft thing for Canova. 
He got off with the track and going to the frc nt 
on the far turn, won like a good racehorse. 

The other races were quite tame. Frank 
Thompson won the first race as he pleased. 
Inlook, whipped out, took the second, and the 
fifth went to John Baker, who seemed to revel 
in the mud, and beat a good field like a stake 

horse. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

A certain Edouard Jones, some time of the 
stage, is to launch a gambling device at the 
Paris Exposition which aims to deface racing. 
The Jones idea, which is not original, is the ap- 
plication upon a coloseal scale of the principle 
of the little toy racehorses that spin about 
attached to a center post. 

A correspondent describing the Jonesesque 
scheme writes : 

“There will be an immense building, with a 
capacity of several thousand, reproducing in 
every detail a race course, with grandstands, 
betting booths and all the adjuncts of the real 
thing. 

“The wooden horses, life size, can be ridden 
by visitors, just as they are at the merry-go- 
rounds. The motive power is electricity, and 
just before the finish this is shut off and the 
horses go spinning about, the result being left 
entirely to chance. It is impossible to land any 
particular horse in front. 

‘There is all the uncertainty and excitement 
attending a real contest and pools will be sold 
on the results. The French government gets a 
handsome rake-off on the mutuals, and has ap- 
proved the scheme. 

“The gambling instinct is stoutly developed 
in Paris and it is expected that everybody will 
play these mimic races. 

“It is estimated that it will require Dearly a 
million francs to organize, perfect and inaugu- 
rate this exhibition.”

HAWTHORNE’S HOLIDAY RACING.

While the horses were at the post for the first 
race one of them contrived to eo disable the 
starting machine that Starter Letcher had to 
return to old-time methods and do the starting 
with the flag. He did well except in the Dewey 
Handicap, for which Jolly Roger was left at the 
post. Finem Respice got off so poorly that bis 
dnll rider pulled him up. Some cries of “bets 
off” went up, and a crowd gathered about tbe 
atand waiting for the impossible. Bets are cot 
declared off on any track because horses are 
left at the post, much less at Hawthorne, where 
the jndges have no knowledge of any betting 
that may take place. 

Princess Tbyra made a show of her field in 
the first race, leading all through and winning 
with great ease from the favorite, Strathbroeck. 

Tom Barrett’s rank outsider Haoan liked the 
deep mud and in a pretty finish managed to 
ontlast Cheval d’Or and won the second race 
by a head. 

The steeplechase was a comedy of errors. 
Except Colonel Weightman, every horse in the 
race took a tumble or went wrong in some fash- 
ion at some stage of the journey. Colonel 
Weightman fenced and ran well aud finished 
away off by himself, the others staggering in at 
long intervals. 

The Dewey Handicap fell to the mudlark, 
Prince Blazes. Bonneville set the pace to the 
far turn with Brigade and Prince Blazes in 
close attendance. Here he was beaten, and fell 
back, leaving Brigade and Prince Blazes to 
fight it out. Brigade ran a gallant race, but 
the weight told, and at the end Prince Blazes 
was a handy winner. 

Monk Wayman took the fifth race in easy 
fashion from Isabey and Kriss Kringle, while 
Marcato ran away from his competitors in the 
concluding event of the day.
